“It is feltethat highly important 
progress has been made along these 
linea,” the statement says, adding: 

"There has been no effort to re- 
eve the rich of their share of bur- 
dens, but rather to insure that no 
class will be left an avenue of es- 
cape from these. A casual analysis 


of the proposals show that what may | 
be described as the rich man's 
tlaxee will produce about 31.800, 
000.000, while the balance will be 
distributed over the entire commu- 
nity, rich and poor. 

Prohable Effect of Lower Rates. 

“The reduction to 32 per cent of 
the highest income and surtax 
brackets is expected by the experts 
fo produce actually more revenue 
from these sources than do the pres- 
ent much higher rates. The present 
prevent transactions which would 
involve application of the high rates, 
and thus keep taxes away from the 
Government. Also. they drive 
money into tax-free securities, to the 
distress of business: and they lead 
% fraud and evasions. 

“Experience has shown, in deal- 
ing with the excess profits taxes, 
‘hat where there is periodic selling 
‘his tax is pyramided, multiplying 
the burden of the consumer, and in- 
‘ucing speculation and waste, which 
has been largely responsible for the 
Mense speculation that followed the 
war. It is an unsatisfactory tax on 
which to base revenue estimates be-

*poch of reduced earnings it would 
utterly fail td produce the amount 
needed.

prevent a colossal conflict. 


Discussions to Be Wide in Scope. 

It is admitted that the white race 
cannot stand another war like that 
which began in 1914. 


The United States Government has 
not limited the invitationg to a dis- 
cussion of naval armament, but has 
asked that all manner of armament 
be reduced and that all sources of 
misunderstanding be removed, not 
merely in the Far East, but through- 
out the world. The significance of 
this broad statement is just dawn- 
ing on official Washington, for it 
means that the Harding administra- 
tion has embarked again on the seas 
of international diplomacy in an et- 
fort to accomplish what was left im- 
complete under the last administra- 
tion—a definite agreement to end 
wars. Mr, Hughes pointedly wrote 
that it is quite clear there can os 
no final assurance of peace and the 
prospect of reduced armaments is 
not a hopeful one unless this desire 
finds expression in a practical effort 
to remove causes of misunderstand: 
ing and to seek ground for agree- 
ment as to principles and their ap- 
plication.” 

Broad Understanding Needed. 

While it is stoutly denied that the 
United States intends to set up a 
rival to the League of Nations, the 
expectation here is that the disarm- 
ament conference will soon develop 
the necessity of a broad understand- 
ing on the subject of preserving 
peace and that Mr. Harding's ideas 
for an association with the other na- 
tions of the world will find a nat- 
ural outlet at the November confer- 
ence. 


Meanwhile, Theodore Roosevelt 
Jr., Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
who has beén preaching lately the 
doctrine of his distinguished father 
to the effect that the surest way to 
preserve peace was to be prepared 
for war, finds a different theory ex- 
pounded by the Secretary of State.

South Carolina Exccutive Deter- 
mined to Bring Back Two 
Suspects.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Prepar- 
edness, of which so much was heard 
first from Republican spokesmen and 
later from Democrats, has received 
its first solar plexus blow from the 
Harding administration. Secretary 
Hughes, in his formal invitation to 


Great Britain, France, Italy and Ja- 
pan to a conference on reduction of 
armament, has enunciated a doctrine 
which the liberal element has been 
preaching for years, only to be de- 
rided by their opponents. 

Armament, in the opinion of Mr. 
Hughes, is “not only without eco- 
nomic justification, but is a constant 
menace to the peace of the world 
rather than an assurance of its pres- 
ervation.”’ 


There is a school of thought, even 
in the Harding administration, which 
doesn't agree with that theory, and 
in Congress, to be sure, there always 
has been an element which, like the 
National Security League and kin- 
dred organizations, insisted that the 
surest preventive for war was pre- 
paredness. The naval and military 
expenditures of the United States 
Government have been variously de- 
fended on the ground that it was 
necessary to arm against potential 
foes, but the Harding administration, 
through the Huges note to the Pow- 
ers, has reverted to Woodrow Wil- 
son's theory, which is that arma- 
ments should be reduced to a point 
consistent with domestic safety—that 
armies should be large enough only 
to exercise domestic police power and 
that navies should be simply coast 
guards. 

Sequel to Bombing Tests. 

But the decision of the Harding 
administration as reflected in the 
Hughes note—to insist that arma- 
ments are a constant menace to the 
peace of the world, rather than an 
assurance of its preservation,” is 
really a sequel to the latest tests 
whereby bombing from airplanes 
was plainly shown to be a danger to 
the capital ship, which might in the 
future prove conclusively the waste 
in the enormous burden of naval 
armaments. Some hint of this is 
given in Mr. Hughes’ further declara- 
tion that “it may also be found ad- 
visable to formulate proposals by 
which in the interest of humanity, 
the use of new agencies of warfare 
may be suitably controlled.”

It is 6 
matter of fairness to St. Louis. The success of the 
effort will mean not only the reduction of rates, but 
the restoration of St. Louis to its rightful place as 
the safest city in the United States in which to live, 
population considered. 
- Figures compiled by Mr. Smith show that St. Louis 
has fewer accidents than any other city in the United 
States, in proportion to its population. But it is 
classified, for rating purposes, with Chicago and 
Pittsburg, where the hazards of traffic, as a matter 
of common knowledge and as shown by the figures, 
are much greater. 

The injustice to automobile owners is serious 
enough, since it compels them to pay for a greater 
risk than the insurance companies incur, at a cost 
to them of $150,000 to $200,000 per year in excess of 
what they should pay; but the injustice to St. Louis 
is greater, in that it deprives the city of the advan- 
tage to which it is entitled as a place of safe resi- 
dence. 

A low percentage of accidents in a city is not 
merely a happy condition. It is an achievement. It 
is the result of effort. The city is entitled to the 
reward, in reputation, for the results of its efforts. 
A high lability rating deprives it of that reward. 
So people who ride in street cars and people who 
walk should help to have the Liability rating re 
duced. It is a city affair.

HEN people say “the shops,“ 
they don’t mean butcher's 


shops or bread shops. They

The shops count among the great- 
est attractions of London and the 
provincial cities. They draw to their 
windows enormously larger crowds 
than Westminster Abbey or the Na- 
tional Gallery. There are half a 
dozen spots in the West End where 
the spectacle of shop windows full 
of frocks, hats and lingerie results 
in blocked pavements for several 
hours every day. 

No other kind of wares will reg- 
ularly block pavements. And let it 
be admitted that no other kind of 
Wares are so pretty and so agree- 
able to look at, and therefore 50 
worthy to block pavements. The 
richly variegated windows of a big 
twilight, 
with the dark upper stories setting 
off their brightness and the hypno- 
tized crowds passing slowly in front 
of them, make a show that for truly 
romantic beauty cannot be beaten 
in London; and I will back it 
against any sunset seen from West- 
minster Bridge. Further, sunsets 
are not improving in elegance and 
shop fronts are. 

And not in the main thorough- 
fares alone is women’s attire the 
paramount display and lure. A 
similar phenomenon is to be ob- 
served in the newspapers. You 
might turn over the pages of a 
daily and miss the political reports 
—you could not possibly miss the 
women’s attire. For, quite apart 
from the immense and comprehen- 
sive illustrated advertisements of it, 
now infinitely more imposing and 
delightful than in the past, women's 
attire is treated every day in most 
papers as a special item of the day's 
news, with the aid of original de- 
signs and photographs. Often it is 
the only illustrated news in the pa- 
per. 

Cricket may shrink, even racing 
may wither in a drouth, but the 
journalistic importance of women's 
attire never abates. Newspapers 
have realized what women's attire 


has come to mean to the community; 


but I doubt whether the community 
itself has yet consciously realized 
to what a tremendous extent this 
dazzling subject has captured the 
general imagination. 

Any sensational preacher who 
lacks a topic for his fulminations 
can find it, and often does find it, in 
women's “finery;” any layman who 
happens for private reasons to be 
out of love with the sex will try to 
revenge himself by ecarifying wom- 
an's peculiar folly as demonstrated 
by the pursuit of fashions; and not 
for generations have women been 
more fiercely attacked on account 
of their clothes than during the last 
three years. 

According to fhe attackers, s0- 
cial and religious, the matter is per-

OR example, no man has yet

of clothes. Men are slaves to fash- 
ion; they allow themselves no lati- 
tude.

Nor are men any more practical 
than women in their clothes. A 
human being who will wear black 
or dark clothes in hot weather 
would commit any folly. 

Consider the male waistcoat, which 
is thinnest in exactly the region 
where it covers the most sensitive 
part of the body—the spine! 

Consider the starched shirt. Na, 
better not consider it! There are 
objects too shocking, too barbarous, 
too grotesque, for the consideration 
of nice-minded persons. 

As for the relative extravagance 
of the two sexes in clothes, I am not 
convinced that the wife's cost on the 
average more than the husbands. 
The husband knows as a rule what 
the wife spends, but unless he is a 
lunatic he does not disclose to her 
what he spends. A clever womar. 
would conjure half a dozen evening 
frocks out of the price of her hus- 
band’s dress suit. 

One of my friends, a misguided 
statistician, proved to me the other 
day that every time I don evening 
dress I dissipate 10 shillings. And 
anyway women array themselves <9 
please men and because men posi- 
tively want them to be arrayed and 
would be vexed if they were not 
arrayed. 

The attitude of men toward’s wom- 
en's clothes is perhaps the grossest 
possible example of hypocrisy, con- 
fused thinking, cheap sneering, anc 
downright meanness that the history 
of the human race can show. 


Fashion a Benefit. 


O understand clothes it is nec- 
I essary to grasp two fundamental 


truths. 

The first is that fashion is not an 
evil but a good. Fashion is an ex- 
pression of convention, and conven- 
tions are the cement of society, or, io 
express it otherwise, the essential 
antidote of anarchy and the main 
support of order. Fashions exist 
everywhere in everything. Mhere 
are fashions in religious belief, in 
doctors’ prescriptions, in charities, 
and if there were no fashions in cos- 
tume the resulting mess would be 
considerable. 
| Fashions are not confined to high- 
ly civilized communities. They are 
strongest in primitive communities. 
Take a small island in the Solomon 
group. It is about a mile across. A 
line divides it into two parts and 
into two fashions of attire. On one 
side of the line the women dress un- 
practically but decently; on the other 
they dress practically (with pockets) 
but indecently. 

The second truth to be grasped is 
that dress is not wholly or chiefly a

which purposes are surely legitimate. 
And as for ornament, the origin of

The only luxuries that people cavil 
at are the luxuries which do not hap- 
pen to appeal to their tastes or 
which they cannot personally afford 
to pay for. Each of us looks at the 
of decadence.

The feeling of independence, 
coupled with the sense of the possi- 
bility of the break-up of civilization, 
was too much for them. Rules of 
conduet went to smash. Morals were 
forgotten. Desire ran riot. Modesty 
expired. Nothing mattered. And the 
expression of the feminine state of 
mind was seen in the fashions. 

An interesting, even an exciting, 
theory, delightfully simple; but it 
should be received with caution. 

In the first place, the new fashions 
were beginning before the war; they 
had certainly begun before women 
stepped into the new freedom, and 
before the fear of universal disaster 
had developed. 

And in the second place, the new 
fashions came from France, where 
women, before British women, had 
suffered bereavement on a great 
scale, and where there was no new 
freedom or independence to make 
them hysterical or vicious or care- 
less. 

In fact, the common theory, if it 
explains the new fashions at all, does 
so only in an extremely slight de- 
gree, and the true, full explanation 
when it is worked out will probably 
be very much more complicated and 
very much less theatrical. 

We are not likely to find the true, 
full explanation in our time; mean- 
while, let us—especially those of us 
who are men or old women—be 
chary in our accusing. 

When you have settled in your 
own mind upon a theory which ac- 
counts for the alleged !mmodesty, 
indecency, suggestiveness or what- 
ever you like to call the quality, of 
the modern frock, the question re- 
mains:
